Staff Meeting Minutes of 21 July 1980

The Director chaired the meeting.[::::::] 2oxd

The Director noted a busy schedule for this week including the following:

--A meeting today with David Aaron re Charters Legislation S.2284.
In response to a query from the Director, Silver noted the probabil-
ity that Aaron has called the meeting to discuss a letter recently
prepared by SSCI Staff Director Bill Miller re legislation. Silver
said it is a good letter--one that CIA and Justice can agree to.
Mr. Carlucci advised that any decision made at today's meeting take
into account the position of State Department and its close legisla-
tive coordination with Representative Zab]ocki.[::::::] 25%X1

--The Director called attention to the importance of tomorrow's PRC
meeting on Pakistan. He noted the previous meeting on this topic
was inconclusive as to the extent of U.S. support that should be
provided to Pakistan. He added that Secretary Muskie had posed
several probing questions on the matter which hopefully will be
resolved in tomorrow's meeting. 25X1

--A Presidential briefing scheduled for Wednesday. The Director
noted these briefings are likely to be scant during the election
campaign period. Relatedly, the Director advised Clarke that he
has given thought to items which might require policy decisions
in the near term; principally, the Jamaica situation and Presiden-
tial support for Identities Legislation, the Afghanistan situation
as it relates to U.S. support to Pakistan, Iran and proposals for
change in U.S. policy following the November election, and Central
America. The Director asked that NFAC officers address these in
today's pre-brief. Relatedly, Clarke noted reports that Iran
intends to do what it can to influence the outcome of the U.S.

Presidential election--to unseat President Carter. He said NFAC
is giving this and related factors close attention.) | 25%1

--The Director noted Wednesday's NFIB review of the NFIP budget for
1982-86 to be followed by PRC(I) review on Friday.[:::::::f]said 25%1
he has forwarded a summary paper on issues for the Director's
consideration re NFIB. The Director added that the PRC(I) will
also review National Intelligence Topics and that he believes
Secretary Muskie is now sufficiently well-informed on these for
discussion.

Goldin summarized legislative highlights. He noted particularly, re U.S.
sanctions on the USSR, that OER analysts have provided briefings on U.S. trade
restrictions to the Senate Banking Committee in response to a request from
Senator Proxmire. Relatedly and with specific reference to the grain embargo, 25X1

expressed concern that the Department of Commerce's acquisition of

information may involve sources and methods. The Director ask Goldin 25x1
to look into it and find out who is handling this at Commerce.[::::::fﬁ Jert

[:::::::}reported Rick Cinquegrana and Robert Keuch will represent Depart-
ment of Justice at tomorrow's S8C(I) session on Identities Legislation. Silver
opined that their presence is pointed toward participation in any mark-up by
the committee which may immediately follow Mr. Carlucci's presentation and noted
he also would participate in such event. Silver added that HPSCI modifications
made to H.R. 5615 appear to be generally acceptable, i.e., applicable to the
Tikes of Louis Wolf but not inclusive of columnists generally, e.g., Hirsch.
Lastly, McMahon reminded ali that Robert Keuch was one of the first to raise
legal obstacles in our effort to gain Identities Legislation in 1978. ] 2sxa
